The addresses which Hon. 
Crerar, former minister of 
ture and prospective leader of the new 
farmers’ party, recently delivered at 
a number of places in the West have 
a greater value and importance at 
this particular time than. usually at-| 
taches to speeches from the political 
platform, and they are fully deserv- 
ing of the attention which has been 
devoted to them, not only by the 
press, but the public generally. 

The avowed object of. this series 
of addresses by Mr. Crerar was to} 
outline to the people of the cities of 
the West the main principles of the 
New National Policy promulgated by 
the Canadian Council of Agriculture, 
the policies in support of which the 
farmers are. uniting irrespective of 
former. party affiliations and to in- 
vite the support of all classes, in city 
as well as country, who believe in 
the principles and policies enunciated 
in that Platform. 

It is altogether probable that Mr. 
Crerar’s series of mectings was also 
prompted by the fact that in the 
Cochrane by-election in Alberta Mr. 
Wood, the U.F.A. leader in that prov- 
ince, took the ground that the farm- 
ers’ political movement was a dis- 
tinctly “class” movement, and that 
he advocated other groups and class- 
es organizing along similar “class” 
lines. This is in direct opposition to 
the policy of the Canadian Council of 
Agriculture and the leaders of the 
farmers’ movement in Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba. The Grain Growers’ 
Guide made haste to repudiate the 
views advocated by Mr. Wood, and 
Mr. Crerar in all his speeches was at 
great pains to impress upon his hear- 
ers the fact that the promoters of the 
New National Policy, so far from en- 
couraging a “class” movement, were 
openly and strongly opposed to such 
a course. 

Apart, however, from their. prim- 
ary object in explaining the New Na- 
tional Policy to the people 6f urban 
centres throughout. the West, the 
speeches of Mr. Crerar served a truly 
national service in that he gave ut- 
terance to timely words of warning 
and advice, addressed particularly to 
the farmers, but which have a much 
wider application, Quoting from a} 
verbatim report of his speech at Re- 
gina, we find Mr. Crerar saying: 

“In these changing times a great 
responsibility rests on the organized 
farmers of Canada. It rests on you

because from. the very accident of 
circumstances these things you. hold 
dear are being discussed from one end 
of Canada to the other, It is a time 
when reason should guide your ac- 
tions and course in every way. If 


you do not, and you are animated by 
impulse alone, «this splendid ediface | 
you have reared and the opportunity ;

something new. Changed conditions 
from what have prevailed in the past 
are admittedly necessary. This is re- 


lies in the apparent willingness of 
many people to thoughtlessly seize 
upon anything new, and of running 
to extremes. As Mr. Crerar declar- 
ed in another portion of his speech, 
this is a time above all others for all 
people to be reasonable, and to be 
guided by reason and not impulse. 
The danger against which Mr. 
Crerar warns people to be on guard 
probably has found its greatest and 
most tragic expression in the ranks 
of organized labor, where large 
groups of men showed a_ wil- 
lingness to desert their former lead- 
ers, and their great international 
craft unions, and follow ultra-social- 
istic, even anarchistic, leaders and 
their will-o’-the-wisp nostrum of the 
One Big Union. Here in the West 
organized labor came very close to 
destroying itself. It largely alienated 
the support of all reasonable men and 
women, and has created a division in 
its own ranks which it_will take a 


If Canada is to grow great and 
prosper there must be neither dis- 
tinctly “class” nor “sectional” group- 
ings in this Dominion. “Classes” and 
“groups” as such may very properly 
carry on educational propaganda with 
a view to convincing the people as a 
whole that they are right, and, when 
they succeed in so convincing them, 
their views will find concrete expres- 
sion in the laws of the land. But the 
attempt to pass “class’’ legislation can 
only end in disaster, hinder the dev- 
clopment and prosperity of the Dom- 
inion, and lead to turmoil, trouble and 
possibly open strife. 

The crying need of Canada is 
greater unity among all classes, races, 
creeds and sections—not further riv- 
ision into “groups.” Out of the com- 
mon sacrifices of the Great War there 
should develop a broad and strong 
Canadian national spirit. Patriotic 
Canadians everywhere should set 
their faces sternly against the crea- 
tion of further class distinctions, and 
should seek to encourage the idea of 
all joining hands in a national cause 
based on sound principles and des- 
igned to accord full freedom, justice 
and equality to all.

Has a Population Averaging Less 
Than One Man to the 
Square Mile 

The area of Canada is 3,729,665 
square miles. Population 8,500,000, 

Compared with the United States, 
Canada is greater in size than the 
United States, including Alaska, 
has a population less thay that in the 
three cities of New York, Chicago and 
Philadelphia. 

One half of Canadians live in 
towns. The produce. of farms, for- 
ests, mines and fisheries are the out- 
put of a population averaging less 
than one man to the square mile; 

The total area of land fit for til- 
lage is estimated at 302,200,000 acres, 
In 1918, only one-sixth of this land 
(51,427,190 acres) was under crop. 

Of the 179,000,000 acres fit to farm 
in the 454,000,000 acres comprised in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
but 26,000,000 are under crop and 25,- 
000,000 under livestock, There is 
room for settlers on 128,000,000 acres 
surveyed farm lands, including 25,- 
000,000 still open for homestead en- 
try.

47th, sold by John Barron, Carberry, 
Manitoba, to C. G. Beeching, of De 
Winton, Alberta, the price being 
$5,000.

Star 
of Hope, judged grand champion at 
Brandon and Saskatoon summer fairs, 
was sold for $2,500 to M. L. Nelson, 
of Midale, Sask. 

There was a great rivalry between 
Canadian and American buyers for 
the best animals, Canadian stock- 
breeders wishing to retain such prize 
stock for the improvement of their 
own herds.

A Figure of Young Infantryman 


Done in Fine Granite 


Looking out over grain fields and 
ineadow in one of the best agricul- 
tural districts of Huron County, On- 
tario, is a figure of a young infantry- 
man, done in fine granite.

The Canadian 
Poultry Situation 


Opportunity to Pave the Way for a 
Permanent Place in the 
Export Trade 

No branch of food production has 
suffered during the war to a greater 
extent than that of poultry and eggs. 
In many countries of Europe it has 
almost disappeared, while in others 
scarcity of feed and: high prices and 
the closing of markets have compell- 
ed scrious reductions of poultry 
flocks, The necd thus created is ré- 
garded by Mr, W. A. Brown, chief 
of the poultry division of the federal 
livestock branch, as Canada’s oppor- 
tunity to pave the way for a perm- 
anent place in the export trade to 
Great Britain. Mr, Brown expressed 
this opinion at the first Canadian Na- 
Poultry Conference, held 
Ottawa this year, the report of whic 
has been published. and is availa) 
at the Publications Branch of the De- 
partment of Agriculture at Ottawa. 
It was strongly urged at that con- 
ference that this is the time of co- 
operation, The provinces were re- 
commended to co-operate with the 
Dominion as the great clearing house 
of operations calculated to promote 
the industry. The poultry industry 
was recommended as a means of sol- 
diers’ re-establishment by Mr. W. J. 
Black- chairman of the Land Settle- 
ment Board. He expressed the hope 
that he would sce a small flock of 
poultry about the homes of every re- 
turned soldier settled 
on the land.

In connection “with the Winter 
Fair an auction sale of pure bred and 
grade beef cattle, mostly females, will 
be held, entries for which are now be- 
ing taken. About three hundred ani- 
mals will be offered’ for sale. 

The sale of fat stock entered in the 
Winter Fair is always well patroniz- 
ed by the packérs and butchers, who 
purchase their Christmas beef, pork 
and mutton at this sale. 

The Fair is held under the auspices 
of the Alberta Department of Agri- 
culture and the Alberta Livestack as- 
sociations. : 

The animals will be housed as far 
ws possible in the uew Victoria pav- 
ilion, a modern fireproof structure 
which, when completed, will stable 
six hundred head of cattle, besides 
sheep and swine, and will be the fin- 
est livestock pavilion in Canada.

Professor Van Hamel argties that 
delivery of the ex-kaiser should not 
be treated as an ordinary question of 
positive jurisprudence, but from ‘the 
viewpoint of the new jurisprudence 
born in. the present era, Ordinary 
judicial obstacles should not, he 
writes, be allowed to stand in the 
way of the former kaiser’s extradi- 
tion. 

The writer boldly declares that the 
Dutch public has been so misled and 
misinformed that it is incapable of 
judging the question of international 
right, adding: “How many fimes dur- 
ing the war have questions been 
solved in a way exactly contrary to 
the letter of the law?”

The Alberta University has *set — 

aside 65 acres of land for plant- 

breeding and other agricultural ex- 


perimentation. Besides the work be-* 
ing done with wheat, similar tests 
have been begun with barley, rye, 
oats, alfalfa and field peas, and in 
some of these crops very promising 
results have been secured, 


Prof. G. H. Cutler, of the Univer- 
sity’s College of Agriculture, is in 
charge of the experimenting work. 
He has mapped out a systematic 
campaign, the first outcome of which 
is that thevuniversity will fave about 
200 bushels of registered seed for 
distribution to the farmers next 
spting. This will be of different var- 
ictics in wheat,-oats and peas. But 
the main objective -of the college ce- 
realists is to produce a new early 
wheat. 

“We are hoping,” says Prof, Cut- 
ler, “to develop through our wheat 
experiments a vatiety that will be — 
bette® suited to the northern climate. 
Our aim in general has been to com- 
bine “the earliness of the Pioneer and 
Prelude varieties’ with the yielding 
qualities Of Marquis and Red Fife. 
From several of the crosses we have 
already succeeded in gaining from 
five to six“days over Marquis, but we 
intend to keep on until we have shor- 


| tened the ripening period still further. 


“It will not be possible, of course, ° 
to shorten up too much wit at re- 
ducing the yield, but we can gag per- 
haps another five days without affect- 
ing the producing value. To keep up 
the yield and milling quality, and at 
the same time produce a wheat: that 
will mature ten days or a fortnight ~ 
ahead of the présent varieties,-is the _ 
problem we are working at.” 

In three years’ time, at Icast, Prof, 
Cutler now hopes, the university will 
be able to announce to the world that 
a new wheat has beem perfected for 
northern and middle-northern Iati- 
tudes. Grain growers throughout the 
West witHfind it worth looking for. 

A unique achievement goes to the 
credit of the Alberta “expérts inthe 
production of ‘a “smooth-on” barley, 
which’ is already an assyred fact.

A new hardy strain of .red clover 
has been introduced by the university 
from Sweden. It has stood/the wea-- 
ther test for five successive winters, 
and is now recommended to western 
farmers as a real find, On the u 
versity farm it has growa 1 
antly to a height of two feet or 4H 
and in every respect is considered an 
ideal clover for northern cropping. 
Some of this Swedish red clover will 
be available for distribution next 
spring. 

“Alberta No. 19” is a new produc-_ 
tion in field peas which will also be 
ready for distribution shortly, It is 
two wecks earlier than the Arthur 
varicty.-Farm and Ranch Review.
